MOCH PARLIAMENT OF YOUNG 
IRERALS 


A brand new government was cre- 
ated last night. It is not a real gov- 
ernment with the power to make laws 
for the shackling of the liberties of 
others, but it has one parliamentary 
attribute, the license to talk; and the 
indications are that the talking will be 
quite as good as the talking done by 
the average provincial legislature. 

The Young Liberals, at their regular 
meeting last night, decided to establish 
a mcck parjiament. They have decided 
to follow on provincial lines, with Al- 
berita as a model, and for the purpose 
have selected 25 members of the Young 
Liberals to represent the 25 constituen- 
cies of the province. They will take 
up the real live issues of the day and 
although there is no thousand a year 
indemnity the debates will be noless 
spirited than in the real legislature. 

The opening of the parliament, by 
royal proclamation of the promotersof 
the scheme, will be two weeks from 
last night, which is Tuesday, May 29. 
Dr. Forin, on account of his befitting 
dignity, has been chosen for lieuten- 
ant governor, and with an eye to gen- 
eralship and geniality O. F. Strong has 
been chosen premier, while Geo. B. 
McLeod has been complimented on his 
abilities as a kicker by the elevation 
to the position of leader of the oppo- 
sition. F. A. Robertson is attorney- 
general, J. A. McKinnon minister of 
public works, and C. Ross Palmer min- 
ister of agricuiture. There are 14 
Liberals, 11 Conservatives and 2 inde- 
pendent. The life of the government 
is in the hands of any two members 
of the Liberals who may happen to 
fail to attend or to swing theri allegi- 
ance, which would precipitate an elec- 
tion by Young Liberais. 

It is rumored around the corridors 
that there are a couple of memberg 
who are ready to throw’ the govern- 
ment at any time they see sufficient 
interest developing in the club to guar- 
antee a hot contest.
